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MAIN FEATURES 


Employment 

Seasonally adjusted, the estimated number of employed peopie in NSW in March 1995 was 2,707,100, a decrease 
of 0.5% from February 1995 but an increase of 3.0% since March 1994, Nationally, the seasonally adjusted 
number of employed people decreased by 0.1% between February and March 1995 and increased by 4.2% over 
the twelve month period. 


Unemployment 

The seasonally adjusted estimate of unemployed peopic in NSW in March 1995 was 247,300. This was 5.1% lower 
than the figure for February 1995 and 16.7% lower than in March 1994. The seasonally adjusted unemployment 
rate in NSW for March 1995 was 8.4% compared to the national rate of 8.7%. 


Building Approvats 

The seasonally adjusted number of new dwelling units approved in NSW in February 1995 (4,487) rose by 3.4% 
from the previous month (4,338). The rise was reflected mainly in private sector other residential buildings, with 
private sector houses falling slightly. 


New Motor Vehicle Registrations 
The seasonally adjusted figure for new motor vehicle registrations in NSW fell by 3.5% from 20,104 in January 
1995 to 19,395 in February 1995. 


Actual New Fixed Capital Expenditure 

In seasonally adjusted terms, private new capital expenditure in NSW declined by 0.6% in December quarter 1994, 
compared to September quarter 1994. Expenditure on new equipment, plant and machinery rose by 4.7%, while 
buildings and other structures fell by 18.5%. 


Tourism 
Tourist accommodation showed continued growth with a 5.6% increase in guest nights between December quarter 
1993 and December quarter 1994.
